ATOM SUBMARINE

Opinion After Listen- 
ing to Military Lead- 
ers for Three Days. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP) 
~—Senator Richard B. Russell 
(Dem.), Georgia, said today that 
the United States is ahead of 


the Russians in production and 
development of guided and 
long-range roilssiles. 

Russell, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee;

Three Organizations on 
Subversive List Said 
to Have Collected 
$3,500,000. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25 (AP)— 
The counsel for New York state 
legislative investigators says that 


three national organizations 
tagged by the Government as 
subversive practiced deception 
in collecting and spending more 
than $3,500,000 in recent years. 

Those named are the Civil 
Rights Congress, American Com- 
mittee for Protection of the 
Foreign Born, and Joint Anti- 
Fascist Refugee Committee. 

Counsel Bernard Tompkins 
told a joint legislative commit- 
tee yesterday that: 

The American Committee 
for Protection of the Foreign 
Born collected more than $1,- 
000,000 from the public since 
1940; used the names of Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, former 
Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull, novelist Fannie Hurst, 
the late Wendell L. Willkie 
and other prominent Amer- 
icans; gave help only to mem- 

._ bers of the Communist party. 

The Joints Anti-Fascist 
Refugee Committee’ raised 
more than $1,500,000 since 
1942 in the name of loyalist 
refugees from Franco Spain 
and spent “less than 10 cents 
on the dollar for the purpose 
for which it was claimed to be 
raised.” 

The Civil Rights Congress 
collected more than $1,000,- 
000 between 1946 and 1953 
and diverted much of it to 
purposes other than the spé- 
cific defense causes for which 
the money was donated. 

All three organizations are on 
the United States Attorney Gen- 
eral’s list of subversive groups. 

Mrs. Roosevelt commented 
today that for a long time she 
contributed $10 a year to the 
Committee for Protection of the 
Foreign Born and was “aston- 
ished” to find it listed as giving 
help only to members of the 
Communist party. 

“If this is true,” she said, “I 
am sure it will be a great sur- 
prise to many people besides 
myself.” 

Tompkins listed the funds at 
a hearing before that joint legis- 
lative committee on charitable 
and philanthropic agencies and 
organizations. The committee's 
current hearings are on charges 
of diversion to subversion causes 
of millions of dollars ostensibly 
raised for charity, civil rights 
protection and other worthy 


’ causes.

Evacuation of the civilian population of 
Nanchishan began saon after the retreat from the Tachens, but 
the island’s military garrison was supposed to defend the place 


to the death. 


For the American policymak- 
ers, the abandohment of this 
pretty little islet 60 miles or 
more south of the Tachens is 
an event of high significance. 
On the one hand, it vastly in- 
creases the likelihood of an early 
Communist attack on the off- 
shore islands which have been 
given an on-again-off-again guar- 
antee by the Eisenhower Admin- | like 
istration. Unless the wisest Chi- 
nese and Americans here are 
mistaken, the President's will- 
ingness to assist the defense of 
Quemoy and the Matsus should 
soon be put to an acid test. 

On the other hand, precisely 
because an early attack on 
Quemoy or the Matsus is now 
much more probable, the time 
available for negotiating a cease- 
fire in the Formosa Strait is 
probably much reduced. 

Trader Eden. 

In high Chinese quarters here, 
it is bejieved that in Bangkok, 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles is promising Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden full Amer- 
ican backing, if Britain can 
trade the rest of the offshore 
islands for a reasonably guaran- 
teed cease-fire. But as both the 
Chinese Communists and the 
Chinese Nationalists have bit- 
terly denounced the whole idea 
of such a trade, a good deal of 
time is surely needed for the 
trading. 

From the Chinese standpoint, 
meanwhile, the evacuation. of 
Nanchishan is a bitter pill, made 
all the more unpalatable by the 
claims that the place would be 
held at all costs. The pill has 
been swallowed for two quite 
different reasons. 

First and foremost, the Gen- 
eralissimo and his colleagues are 
very far from averse to bringing 

nearer the moment for the final 
test of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tgation’s pal in intentions regard- 

Quemoy and the Matsus. Al- 

ugh the Chinese profess con- 
dasa in public, they are veno- 
mous in private about the uncer- 
tainty of American policy. And 
they are not at all averse to 
cutting down the available time 
for cease-fire negotiations. 

The position on’ Nanchishan 
became militarily untenable 
without American aid. Our ‘thhelp 
in defending Nanchishan was 
urgently requested—and not for 
the first time — during the 
evacuation of the Tachens. Our 
refusal of aid and the subse- 
quent rapid Communist envelop- 
ing movements then sealed Nan- 
chishan’s fate. 


The enemy’s enveloping move- 
ments heave virtually encircled 
Nanchishan. To the south, half- 
way between Nanchishan and 
the Matsus, the Communists put 
troops on the Taishan islands. 
And Pekishan and the other lit- 
tle islands of Nanchishan’s own 
group, which lie just north of 
Nanchishan, have also been oc- 
cupied by the enemy. 

Weakness in Air. 

For some time now, Nanchi- 
shan was garrisoned by a regi- 
ment of Chines¢ regular troops, 
but the defense of the place was 
always held to depend on the 
Tachens. Hence powerful de- 
fense positions were not built. 

A hard fight might still have 
been. attempted, however, if it 
were not for the local air bal- 
ance. In theory, an air battle 
for, Nanchishan was feasible, 
since it is just about equidistant 
from the Nationalist air base on 
Formosa and the Communist 
bases on the mainland. 

But in practice, the Natioral- 
ists have only one fully operat- 
ing wing of obsolescent F-84 jet 
fighters, plus another wing of 
Sabrejets which has now been 
sent into combat ahead of train- 
ing schedule. Their other planes 
are World War types. In 
other words, the Nationalists do 
not have enough jet fighters to 
want to take on the much more 


numerous MIG-15s of the enemy. 
Without a simultaneous at- 
tempt to control the air, any 
attempt to reinforce and supply 
Nanchishan massively by sea 
would have been a suicidal oper- 
ation, especially for the rather 
weak Nationalist navy. With the 
Communists quite obviously pre- 
paring an amphibious operation 
like that which won them Yi- 
——— there ‘vere only two 


aay generalissimo either had 
to sacrifice the garrison for the 
sake of showing fight or order 
them to abandon Nanchishan. 

Strategic Result. 

The abandonment of Nanchi- 
shan is a development of con- 
siderable local import, in and 
of itself. Fukien, the mainland 
province across the Formosa 
strait, from which any attack 
on Quemoy, the Matsus or For- 
mosa proper must be launched, 
is a geographical trap. Few de- 
cent roads cross the mountains. 
that girdle Fukien. Any major 
military effort there pretty well 
has to be supplied by sea. 

The evacuation of the Tachens 
unblocked the route for coastal 
traffic for many miles south of 
the big bulge of the Yangtse del- 
ta. The evacuation of Nanchi- 
shan opens the mouth of Wen- 
chow harbor and unblocks an- 
other long stretch for coastal 
traffic, right down to the neigh- 
borhood of the Matsus. 

In the present cireumstances, 
moreover, the abandonment of 
Nanchishan has to be viewed 
against a background which gives 
it. more than local import. » 

There was one big missing 
piece, until recently, in the “or 
tern of Communist aggressive 
preparations. Korea- hardened

This missing piece in the pat- 
tern is now being supplied. A

In short, the only objective 
reasons for optimism are in 
process of being removed.

If there were a firm American 
guarantee of the offshore 
islands, opinion here’ would be 
about evenly divided as to the

Since American policy is un- 
clear, however, the best opinion 
here is that the Communists 
will at least probe our intentions 

as to the islands, perhaps draw- 
ine back after the attack 
if the United States responds 
strongly and decisively. 

Maybe the best opinion {fs 
wrong. Maybe the Communists 
will draw back now. Maybe a 
cease-fire will somehow be wan- 
gled at the last moment. But 
one thing is certain. The time

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What Adenauer Faces 


The great debate on German rearmament is 
on in Bonn, and it may take every bit of Chancel- 
lor Adenauer’s political skill and German respect 
for the West to win ratification of the London- 
Paris agreements. Cables report the usual strid- 
ent Communist demonstrations against Western 
European Union, but these are the least cause 
for concern. In the 1953 national elections, the 
Communists polled only 2.2 per cent of the votes 
and did not win a single parliamentary seat. 

It is much more significant that Dr. Adenauer's 
Christian Democrats have only 244 seats in the 
Bundestag while the other parties have 243. Re- 
cent elections in Hesse and Bavaria indicate even 
greater hostility in the Bundestag, the .upper 
house. Nobody expects the final vote to follow 
this narrow division, but since a two-thirds ma- 
jority is required to overcome the constitutional 
prohibition of arms there is cause for concern. 

A hopeful sign was the defeat of a Socialist 
motion to postpone the debate. This was ob- 
tained at the price of an agreement to adopt 
unanimously a motion calling for full German 
participation in all talks between Russia and the 
Big Three, and “immediate examination of all 
peaceful means” for German reunification. No 
doubt Adenauer’s opponents believe this meets, 
in effect, their demand for a reunification con- 
ference with the Russians prior to rearmament. 

They displayed their popular strength during 
the “whistle-stop” tour in behalf of WEU just 
completed by the Chancellor. In Frankfurt he 
was forced to seek refuge from hostile crowds 
and had to enter and leave the meeting hall by 
a back door. In Hanover only a large police force 
prevented similar indignities. The same kind of 
protection was thrown around the parliament 
building in Bonn before the debate began. 


Those against rearmament meanwhile held a, 


solemn meeting in Frankfurt’s Pauluskirche, seat 
of the 1848 parliament and symbol of German 
democracy ever since. The dominant Protestant 
and Catholic churches, a number of political 
parties and other organizations were represented. 
Door-to-door solicitation of signatures was 
started. But this may have been offset because 
both the French and the Russians played into 
Adenauer’s hand. , 

The change of leaders in the Kremlin and 
the implied end of a friendly policy, if there 
ever really was one, must have made an impres- 
sion on Bonn’s legislators. The overthrow of 
Mendes-France also gives them a chance to dem- 
onstrate German “dependability” in contrast 
with French “vacillation.” A most astute poli- 
tician, Adenauer will take full advantage of both 
developments, But in the end his best argument 
will be the vast superiority of Western freedom 
over Eastern despotism. - 
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One Man and the Statehood Vote 

Considerable pressure is undoubtedly being 
put on Representative Harris Ellsworth, Oregon 
Republican, to cast his vote so as to tie the 
Alaska-Hawali statehood bill up in the House 
Rules Committee. 

Fellow-Republicans oppose it because the bill 
provides statehood, not just for Hawaii, but for 
Alaska as well. Mr. Ellsworth says it would take 
“strong argument to make me vote to keep the 
bill in committee.” His reason: He looks on the 
Rules Committee as a “screening” body rather 
than as a “roadblock.” 

In this view Mr. Ellsworth is eminently cor- 
rect. The Rules Committee arrogates to itself 
improper powers when' it denies the House the 
right to vote. May Mr. Ellsworth stand firm 
against a tie. 


As to High School Sororities © 

In* recent years high school activities have 
tended more and more to ape those in colleges 
and universities and not always with beneficial 
results. One of the aspects of college life that 
certainly can and should ‘wait until college time 
comes is the fraternity and sorority system, 

There are some few arguments in favor of 
such groups, but it ought.to be.obvious that any 
worthwhile activity that high school sororities 
and fraternities engage in can be provided 
through other groups. that do not promote 
cliquishness, not to say snobbishness. ~ 

Under Missouri law it is at least questionable 
whether school authorities can, even with strong 
parental support, put high school sororities and 
fraternities out of business. Accordingly State 
Representative. Copeland, Webster Groves Re- 
publican, has introduced a bill at Jefferson. City 
to grant this authority. 

Since the Copeland bill would do no more 
than establish the power of a local school to for- 
bid these organizations, it ought to pass without 
difficulty. Surely few would afgue that a school

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How to File for Alderman

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On Emergency Duty 

President Eisenhower gratified friends of the 
United Nations when he defended the organiza 
tion against attacks upon it by Senate Re- 
publican Leader Knowland of California. 

The United Nations is indeed valuable as a 
forum for differing points of view and as a labor- 
atory in which to seek solutions for world prob- 
lems. The President might have gone farther, 
and noted that the U.N. is potentially valuable 
for much more. It has the latent power not only 
to serve as a sounding board, but to become a 
powerful international influence for world law. 

What is so often forgotten, and what critics 
like Senator Knowland so consistently ignore, is 
the fact that the U.N. never was established for 
the purpose of reconciling two great competing 
blocs of national powers. It was established on 


the assumption and with the expectation that 


the rival interests of the Communist world and 
the Western world would be resolved in a peace 
settlement with their former common enemies. 

But the peace which the U.N. was intended to 
keep has never been made. The common front 
which the Communist and Western worlds es- 
tablished in war broke down immediately after 
the war and has never been restored, 

During this period, then, the U.N. has been 
carrying out what Dr. Frank P, Graham on his 
recent visit to St. Louis called an “emergency 
responsibility” of providing a meeting place for 
antagonistic interests. But its real long-range 
responsibility can become something much great- 
er and more fruitful if and when the conflicting 
worlds reconcile their differences and make the 
peace which the U.N. was supposed to keep. 

The U.N. can be just as great as its national 
members will allow it to be, When nations per- 
mit it to fulfill its real functions—such as over- 
seeing disarmament, and setting up an interna- 
tional peace army, for example—it can fulfill 
the great hopes embodied in its charter.

Issue of revising U.N. Charter arises this year, and President 


Knowland’s criticism; St. Louis political scientist advises against 
revision debate; lists five reasons why it would damage U.N. 


Merle Kling, Associate Professor of Political Science, 
Washington University, in The Nation 


The Charter of the United Nations 
provides that the proposal to call a gen- 
eral conference for the purpose of re- 
viewing the Charter shall be placed on 
the agenda of the tenth annual session 
of the General Assembly. 


The opportunity to occupy ourselves 
with the detailed problems of Charter 
review is a tempting one to those of us 
who were brought up in the American 
political tradition. For a significant 
part of the American heritage, handed 
down with enthusiasm by school teach- 
ers, is the role of documentary revision 
in American history 

Despite its attractiveness, however, a 
“great debate” on Charter revision is 
precisely what our country does. not 
need today. There 
are several reasons 
why such a debate 
— serve no con- 
structive purpose. 

1. Discussions re- 
garding Charter re- 
vision are doomed 
to legal sterility. 

However enchanted those who study 
Charter review may become with de- 
vices which will alter the voting pro- 
cedure in the Security Council and

litical atmosphere will make any sub- 
stantial Modification of the Charter le- 
gally impossible. For the Charter itself 
(Article 108) requires that amendments 
must be “ratified in accordance with

Amendments to the Charter, conse- 
quently, are themselves subject to veto 
by any of the Big Five powers—the 
United States, Great Britain, France,

lans for Charter revision, therefore, is 

e fact that the Soviet Union has been 
consistently | to contemplat- 
ed changes in the Charter, 

The prevailing state of Soviet-Ameri- 
can relations makes it possible to pre- 
dict with confidence that no significant 
change in the Charter of the United 
Nations will obtain the agreement 
among the Big Five required by the 
Charter’s provisions for amendment. 

2. A “great debate” on Charter re- 
vision will not educate the American 
people in the realities of énternational 
politics. 


The political environment and the 
enormous symbolic significance and 
prestige enjoyed by the Constitution en- 
courage our citizens to translate issues 
which are essentially social, economic, 
and political into constitutional and 
legalistic controversies. 


Decision-making in international poll- 
tics fundamentally reflects the distribu- 
tion of power among the various sov- 
ereign states in the world. Written 
agreements which conform to the con 
figuration of opener tend to be respect- 

ed; treaties ch attempt to ignore the 
distribution of power in the world tend 
to be disregarded or discarded. 


Skepticism Toward Review 


No change in the language of ‘the 
Charter can nullify the realities of So- 
viet industrial and military power. And 
no jugglin 
draftsmanship can dissipate the clouds 
over Soviet-American relations. 

3. The international-propaganda re- 
wards of a debate on Charter review are 
likely to prove dubious.

Big American Fires 
FIRES AND BIREFIGHTERS, by John V. Morris. 

(Little, Brown & Co., 393 pgs., $6.) 

Historical trends rather than individ- 
uals and their achievements get the em- 
phasis in this fact-packed review of 
progress in American firefighting. It is 
surprising how much the author, a 
confessed “spark,” can relate to general 
life of the times. A case in point is the 
New York conflagration of 1741, the 
aftermath of which fanned the flames 
of racial hatred.

Morris says, comes from the plugs in 
early wooden pipe to make water avail- 
able to firemen.

Fire insurance 
companies are credited with forcing ac- 
ceptance of new equipment by threaten- 
ing higher rates.

National Association of School 
Boards at Hotel Jefferson, Maul 
declared that colleges and uni- 
versities will produce only 50,- 
000 qualified teachers for grade 
school this year. ' “Only 55 per 
cent of those will enter the 
teaching profession,” he said. 

Many of these candidates will 
be attracted to other employ- 
ment, particularly in the critical 
fields of mathematics, the sci- 
ences, agriculture and industrial 
arts, he asserted. 

In a breakdown of teacher 
needs in elementary school, 
Maul said 60,000 teachers will 
be needed to fill newly created 
vacancies. A _ total 
teachers will be needed to teach 
1,000,000 new elementary pupils 
next fall. 

An additional 80,000 teachers 
will be needed to teach subjects 
not now provided in many 
schools, relieve overcrowding 
and eliminate half-day sessions, 
and replace the lowest group of 
untrained emergency teachers 
now in classrooms, Maul ex- 
plained. 

Economizing on public educa- 
tion today is “economic suicide,” 
Miss Waurine Walker, president 
of the National Education Asso- 
ciation, said last night. 


“The 1954 crop of 4,130,000 
babies is a multi-million dollar 
market to business men,” she 
said. “but to educators it is a 
colossal headache.”

“Every dollar our _ states 
spend in matching federal funds

Miss Walker said. She asked 
whether this didn’t create un- 
fair competition for the school 
dollar for state education funds.

serve only as educational baby 
sitters. 

“The fidal wave of public 
school enrollment means Amer- 
icans must find thirty billion 
dollars to build the public school 
houses needed in the next 10 
years.” .

If the stairs have a natural 
finish the first thing to do in 
refinishing is to sand off the old 
finish and get the wood smooth.

until it is smooth and then the 
ee wiped clean with turpen- 


About the fastest drying finish 
you can apply to stairs—and 
speed of drying is ees 
shellac. Shellac will dry hard 
enough for a second coat in 
about four hours. It is best to 
apply about three coats to stairs, 
for they take quite a beating. 
Floor enamel is also good for 
Stairs, as it Wears well and dries 
quickly although not as quick- 
ly as does shellac. 

If the stairs must be kept in 
operation while you are refin- 
ishing them, apply the finish to 
alternate treads and leave the 
heavy paper to protect those 
which have not been f 
When the alternate £... are 
dry, the remaining ones can be 
treated. This alternate method 
of finishing will allow you to 
use the stairs but you'll ‘have to 
take some rather large steps 
when geing up and down be- 
cause you'll only be able to use 
every other step.

NEW YORK. 
REALIZE that by now I am 
running several days late in 
reporting on my recent brief 
but very full trip, but there 
were so many things to do and 
see that I just haven't been 
able to keep up with my date- 
lines.

The house itself was built in 
1828 for William Jenkins, who 
was president of the Farmer's 
Bank of Lancaster. The next 
owner purchased the house in 
1845. He was William. Morris 
Meredith, a prominent citizen of 
Pennsylvania and Secretary of 
the areqeury, in ime and 1849.

JAMES BUCHANAN, who was 
then Secretary of State in Presi- 
dent Polk’s . Administration, 
bought the house in 1848, and 
it is interesting to find that the 
cash payment was $6750. As 
one looks at the high-ceilinged 
rooms and the substantial build- 
ing, one wonders how it was 
built for that sum of money if 
one’s mind is ae ag to any 
modern building prices.

It goes without saying that 
North-South should not have 
reached a grand-slam contract, 
since a club trick easily might 
have been lost, but failure to 
bid a small slam was—shall we 
say?—something less than com-. 
mendable. 

The case would not require 
comment except for one reason: 
North-South were famous ex- 
perts. Which brings us back to 
our original thesis: the myster- 
ious ways of some experts. 

We must, of course, immedi- 
ately disassociate South from 
the charge of “mysterious bid- 
ding.” He showed his hand as 
fully as he could, naming his 
suits in logical sequence. Also, 
by reversing (Le., starting with a 
club, then bidding the higher- 
ranking heart suit) he announced 
a strong holding. 


But what about North’s bid- 
ding? In the postmortem -dis- 
cussion North made much of the 
point that after all the calls that 
had been made, his own five- 
club bid amounted to a slam 
force—that with both South and 
himself showing such strength, 
it was incredible that the auc- 
tion would stop at the game 
level. But he overlooked some- 
thing. From South's point of 
view the three-spade jump could 
have indicated a stronger spade 
suit with much less in hearts, 
and the fact that South was void 
in spades couldn't fail to make 
him cautious. With such strength 
where it was obviously vital—in 
hearts— North certainly could 
have found a more expressive 
bid than five clubs—almost any 
other bid.

SYMPHONY: Bizet’s only symphony which came to light in 
Paris only about 20 years ago has now become a standard reper- 
tory piece and for the best of reasons. Its melodic felicity and 
its ingenious organization place it at about the same level as 
Schubert’s smaller symphonies. A recorded performance of the 
work by the French National Radio Orchestra under Andre 
Cluyten is a little more strident in tone than most of the Angel 
recordings but it moves with unabated vitality and gives out a 
consistent warmth.
